Stephen Leacock- 
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An Image of Greatness 



Why wait for spring... 

In a very short time students In Quebec's universi- 
ties will be preoccupied, almost exclusively, with final 
examinations. This is understandable. Our purpose in 
coming here is to be educated and fortunately or . 
otherwise, examinations ore a part of this process. 
However, several very Important and very pressing 
tasks remain to be pursued with all the vigor we can 
rnuster, before the final scholastic push begins. 

This year hds been o"ne of _ total disappointment 
and frustration at the handsof the provin^l^overn- 
ment. Education In QùeËec's^îversîtlés^^^ more ■ 
expensive than ever before. GoyernmepPPstance 
to students may have Increased In the numbers of 
those receiving aid, but In almost every case the 
amounts of money granted have been reduced. All 
this in a province where the party now In . power 
was elected, partly on the basis of their promise of 
free education on all levels. 

There Is no need to dwell on the many arguments 
which we have opposed to the position of the 
provincial government; nor is it necessary to rehash 
its actions in the course of the lost year. 

What we must press for at this time is a statement 
of policy from the Minister of Education. Our student 
leaders must discover exactly what the Lesage govern- 
ment intends' to do next year. Do they intend to 
rnaintain the present totally unacceptable system? 
If so we must unite and protest in every possible 
way. There is no reason why we should remain silent. 
Our grievance Is completely legitimate. On the other. 
Ç^it - :hand the Lesage government may honestly Intend to 
introduce some of the improvements which we have 
demanded. They may be willing to give us another 
hearing and implement some compromise. Any such .% 
offer'will be welcomed since the government Is under ' 
pressure from many interest groups in the province, 
all of which must be prepared to compromise. 

. One thing î» certain. We cannot wait until next 
year to take action if we want Improvements for 
next year. Once rejection slips and reduced bursaries 
ore nriailed from Quebec city, another year is lost and 
our complaints will ring as hollowly as they did this 
fall. 

Sweeping legislation is not drafted overnight and, 
as regards university education, sweeping legislation 
Is needed. We must impress upon the Minister of 
Education the seriousness of our demands. He must 
In turn convince his confrères In the cabinet. Finally, 
if direct proposals have no effect, we must embark., 
on a campaign to build up the public support needed 
to strengthen oui* pbllticdl 'position. Step one in the 
program is obviously a clear' statement from the 
provincial government, and this should be sought 
immediately. 



Leacock's contribution was in 
large port his pliilosophy of 
life — rugged, honest and. In- 
dividualtstic.'^HIs|piBrsonal ap- 
pearance 'depleted this, lie 
looked like a professor of "the 
old school." L e a c o c k had 
sparkling blue eyes and his 
hair always "covered his head 
thickly and crept down his 
forehead in a fetlock not easi- 
ly kept brushed'"^ down." Al- 
though he wore expensive 
clothes, his suits were tailored 
for comfort, not style. 

He was not a man for con- 
vention eitticr in clotlies or cus< 
torn. Slcpticn Lcacock was too 
great a man for his. He must 
have shocked one of the haughty 
faculty members at McGill one 
(lay when the man poked his 
head in Leacock's room and Lea- 
cock called out, "Come in pro- 
fessor, and hear a decent lecture 
for a change." But he laiighcd 
good naturcdly. His humour was 
never piercing, and this is why 
he was a humanist of tlic highest 
order. . 

In 1010, when "Literary 
Lapses" was published, Leacock's 
long regime began. Do you re- 
member his story, "My Financial 
Career"? about Leacock's first 
bank deposit — about a. poor 
human being who was so rattled 
upon entering a bank that he 
went to deposit fifty-six dollars 
but In error filled out a pavings 

• withdrawal' slip for fifty-six dol- 
lars and so confused the teller 
when he asked to have the money 
in "fUtlcs" and "sixes". After 
this frightful and embarassing cx- 
pcrience occurred, Leacock slat- 

. ed: "Since then I bank no more. 
I keep my money in cash in my 
trousers pocket and my savings 
In sliver dollars, in a sock." That 
was the beginning of an era of 
a humorous man who more than 
anything else radiated sympathy 
in his writings. Even his classic 
story "A, B and C" is overflow- 
ing with human sympathy. It is 
certain that Leacock poked 'fun, 
but .he had a glowing warmth 
about him that dulled the sting 
of concentrated satire. 

It seems odd that one of the 
most treasured pieces of writing 
in the entire Lcacock collection 
Is "Oxford As I See It" which is 
not a burlesque concoction- of 
myosis and hyperbole. It is in 
fact the most moving vindication 
of an outdated, system of educa- 
tion which still produces the 
. world's greatest minds. Says Lca- 
i^cock: .'The . Oxford^student, learns 
^nbtliinie of . '. Vfplumliinë^elêctric 
" ''wiring, gas-filtirig br'the'tiso of 
. a blow, torch." Furthermore, "pro- 
fessors thenisclvcs' : are ' not keen 
on their lectuirei'^If the lectures 
are called for. they igive them; it 
not, the' professor's .feelings 'are 
not hurt." Chides Leacock, "There 
are men at Oxford who have 
. rested their brains this way for 
over thh-ty years; the accumul- - 
atcd brain power thus- dammed 
up is said to be colossal." ■ 

But Leacock found thé due, to 
Oxford'sisuccess and in essence . 
' the ideaTwiu~.an integral part ' of 
Leacock's personal philosophy of 
life, whether or not he knew it 
It • was the manner in which 
groups of students would gather 
round', theh: tutor and. have him 

• smoke his pipe at' the students 
and go oiver their lesson's inform- 
ally; Leacock the: humorist wrote 
that "a well-smoked ■ man speaks 
and writes'^English- with a grace 
that can be acquired in no other 
way." Trite, you say? Few state- 
J^ts in the English language 

MjuiS^more deeply meaningful. 



In an attempt to know how the 
man really thought, I have pe- 
rused Leacock's uncompleted au- 
tobiography, "Tho Boy I Left 
Behind Me" many, times. For a 
man whose good fun and rib- 
tickling nonsense . has doubled 
people up with paroxysms, of 
laughter and once , made a man 
fall right out. of his seat, this 
document Is introspection itself. 
It is even sad. He tells wistfully 
of his early school years, both 
as student and then as teacher; 
tho remainder .of his vigorous 
life after this stage is not re- 
corded, nor will it ever be re- 
corded in the moving, personal 
style of Stephen Leacock for he

died in 1944, without having time 
to give this testimony to the 
world. 

' But I know what Leacock 
thought of : life and growing old. 
In"My Relnarkable Uncle,'! writ- 
ten after his triumphant toiir of 
the Canadian West, Leacock' in- 
cludes an essay entitled "Three 
Score Years and Ten — The Busi- 
ness of Growing Old." It -is, a 
beautifully written but ever-so- 
mclancholy essay. Even the most 
stoic of men are unable to re- 
strain a mellow tear when read- 
ing this work for the end was in 
sight for Leacock; he knew it and 
was prepared for it. Leacock de- . 
scril)es how life can be traced by 
noting the way strangers address 
you. Said Leacock: "You begin 
as 'little man* and then 'little 
boy' because a little man is 
littler than a little boy, then 
'sonny' and then 'my boy' and 
after that 'young man' and pre- 
sently the interlocutor is younger 
than yourself and says, 'say, Mis- 
ter." I can still recall the thrill 
of pride I felt when a Pullman 
porter first called me 'doctor' and 
when another one raised me up 
to 'judge', and then the terrible 
shocic it was when a taxi man 
swung open his door and said, 
"Step right in, dad." 

After all these words, what 
common thread is there of the 
man in his work? Surely you 
bavé already sensed it. He was a 
man, sometimes gruff and de- 
cidedly short-tempered. It Is no 
wonder. He toiled jmduly; he was 
devoted •to'- hisv work . and family ; 
he rose every morning at five 
o'clock and in theso::early hours 
gave birth to his jgolden-rich leg-- 
acy. But beneath whatever human 
frailties ho had, was' a magnanim- 
ity and pathos which enabled him 
to create the aura 'of warmth in 
his bypertnle and myosis. L«a* 



cock was quick to express his 
feelings by writing short letters 
to suit the occasion. He wrote to 
his niece: "Nowadays, if the 
Queen had a baby I'd write: 
'Dear Queen, this is great news' 
— but young people don't under- 
stand that." 

By what yardstick does one 
measure greatness? It is certain- 
ly true that Leacock's name is 
still a household word even 
twenty years after his death; 
books published more than fifty 
years ago are still best sellers. 
His home town of Orillia, Onta- 
rio, the town of "Sunshine 
Sketches" in which he pricked 
the stuffed shirts of small town 
people and their lives of false 
importance, has preserved his 
home as, a shrine for all to see. 
Canada proclaims Stephen Lca- 
cock as her finest son. A tribute 
from Irwin J. Cobb glowed: "Lca- 
cock is a great humorist, a great 
person, a great soul and I love 
him for the laughs he has made." 

He lived for life, this man, 
and knew what it was all about. 
Characteristically, Lcacock once 
told Ills brother that he would 
rather have written "Alice in ' 
Wonderland" than the whole of 
"The Encyclopaedia Britannica". 
He would explain Einstein's The- 
ory of Relativity and in the nbxt 
breath tell of how the restora- 
tion of whiskers was a neglected 
factor In the decline of know- 
ledge. This was the man of op- 
posites, Stephen Lcacock. This 
was the manner of man who. 
wrote in 1040: "Give me my stick. 
I'm going out to No Man's Land. 
I'll face it.'^Ahdiihe. did too — 
four >-cars laterfwIth bravery — 
when he svicciimhcd (o cancer.
